THE  SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

It  is  our  pleasure  to  bring  to  you  a  report  of 
Town  activities  which  occurred  during  the  year 
1973.  This  year  saw  the  development  of  an  ad- 
ministrative code  which  should  allow  both  the 
community  and  the  Town  employees  an  op- 
portunity to  look  ahead  and  understand  what  is 
in  store  for  the  future.  The  Town  will  know 
precisely  what  its  expense  in  the  area  of  wages 
shall  be,  and  the  employees  may  have  an  un- 
derstanding of  their  earning  potential. 

This  year  has  also  been  one  of  outstanding 
growth  with  the  approval  last  year  of  the  in- 
stallation of  water  in  the  Daniel  Plummer  Road 
area.  This  installation  has  stimulated  growth  to 
the  point  of  $3,645,000  estimated  cost  of 
buildings.  This  is  a  substantial  increase  over  last 
year  which  had  been  a  record  year  also.  The 
growth  this  year  has  been  more  of  the  par- 
ticular type  of  properties  which  will  help  to 
stabilize  the  taxes  than  in  years  past. 

The  expenses  this  year  ran  $106,779  below 
what  had  been  budgeted  which  will  result  in  an 
extra  large  contribution  to  surplus  for  the  year 
1973.  For  this  fine  demonstration  of  good 
management  and  tight  controls,  we  wish  to 
thank  our  department  heads. 

This  year  has  not  been  without  trial.  For 
example  in  August,  Goffstown  was  hit  with  a 
severe  storm.  The  result  of  the  damage  was  so 
heavy  that  Goffstown  was  declared  a  disaster 
area  by  the  Federal  Government. 

In  spite  of  the  trials,  it  has  been  a  good  year. 
In  this  day  when  controversy  seems  to 
surround  many  Governmental  institutions,  a 
fine  spirit  of  cooperation  has  existed  here.  Our 
gratitude  and  appreciation  therefore  is  ex- 
tended to  all  the  boards  and  commissions, 
Town  employees  and  especially  the  department 
heads  for  the  fine  efforts  in  1973.  .  .

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ANEEDOFTHE 
FIRE  DEPARTMENT  AND  YOU 

Again  this  year  I  would  like  to  bring  to  your 
attention  a  need  of  the  fire  department  and  of 
every  resident  of  the  Town  Of  Goffstown.  As  I 
reported  in  1972,  owing  to  the  types  of  con- 
struction of  buildings  already  built,  the 
proposed  construction  of  apartments  and 
shopping  center,  rules  and  regulations  are 
badly  needed. 

At  the  present  time  there  is  little  authority 
that  the  fire  chief  has  to  enforce  regulations  in 
many  areas.  There  is  a  set  of  regulations  printed 
and  suggested  by  the  National  Fire  Protection 
Association,  known  as  the  Life  Safety  Code, 
Pamphlet  No.  101.  This  Code  has  been  adopted 
by  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and  is  now  law. 
This  does  not  help  the  local  fire  chief  because 
the  Fire  Marshall's  Office  is  the  only  enforcing 
authority  and  does  not  have  the  manpower  to 
adequately  cover  the  State.  It  is  my  hope  that 
you  will  see  it  on  your  ballot  as  one  of  the  ar- 
ticles when  you  go  to  the  polls  to  vote  and 
adopt  the  Life  Safety  Code  as  an  ordinance  for 
the  Town  of  Goffstown.

FIRE  DEPARTMENT 
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POLICE  DEPARTMENT 


The  Goffstown  Police  Department  ex- 
perienced yet  another  year  of  continued  in- 
creases in  crime  and  activity.  The  demand  upon 
the  department  for  more  services  is  reflected  in 
a  12.78%  increase  in  the  Serious  Crime  Index,  a 
17.75%  increase  in  the  General  Crime  Index, 
and  an  1 1 .42%  increase  in  the  Serious  Accident 
Index.  Although  the  burglary  rate  increased 
5.82%,  actual  burglaries,  excluding  attempts 
and  unfounded  reports,  decreased  7.31%, 
while  business  burglary  increased  82%.  For- 
tunately most  of  the  business  burglaries  have 
been  solved  by  arrest. 

This  marked  the  third  consecutive  year 
without  a  highway  fatality,  although  the 
general  accident  rate  rose  15.49%.  Pedestrian- 
vehicle,  and  bicycle-vehicle  accidents 
decreased  30%.  The  increase  in  the  accident 
rate  was  predicated  entirely  upon  a  29.81  %  in- 
crease in  two  vehicle  accidents.  Hit  and  run 
accidents  dropped  22.38% 
Police  Officer  William  Burns 


The  complaint-activity  load  increased 
28.72%  making  the  increase  over  the  past  two 
years  37.55%. 

Evaluation  of  the  statistics  for  the  year  1973 
caused  concern  in  several  areas.  While  property 
damage  complaints  decreased  13.46%  in  num- 
ber, the  value  of  the  property  damaged  in- 
creased 213%  to  over  $12,000.00.  Larceny 
complaints  were  up  18.38%  with  a  225%  in- 
crease in  the  value  stolen,  accounting  for  an 
amount  in  excess  of  $51 ,000.00. 

Prowler  complaints  increased  31.34%, 
suspicious  person  complaints  increased 
39.53%,  and  sex  complaints  increased  100%. 

Police  time  expended  in  non-criminal  matters 
such  as  dog  complaints  and  courtesy  calls  in- 
creased greatly  with  percentage  differences  of 
23.56%  and  11.58%  respectively.  These  in- 
creases follow  a  year  in  which  50%  increases 
were  realized  in  these  areas. 

Arrests  were  up  an  unprecedented  94.47%,

with  a  60.39%  increase  in  criminal  arrests,  and 
a  118.61%  increase  in  motor  vehicle  arrests. 
Arrests  of  persons  between  the  ages  of  15  and 
22  constituted  43.8%  of  all  arrests.

IMPROVED  SERVICES: 

As  in  the  past  years,  training  remained  as  one 
of  the  priorities.  With  great  increases  in  the 
crime  and  accident  rates,  officers  are  being 
trained  to  be  more  efficient  and  effective  in 
their  operations. 

The  Office  of  Youth  Services  initiated  this 
year  under  a  grant  through  the  Goffstown 
District  Court  has  increased  greatly  the  ability 
of  the  Goffstown  Police  Department  to  deal 
with  the  increases  in  juvenile  criminality  and 
youth  problems.  The  Youth  Services  Officer  is 
currently  undergoing  three  months  of  extensive 
training  in  California  to  better  meet  the 
challenges  of  his  demanding  position. 

The  department  is  also  preparing  to  start  a 
crime  prevention  program  which  would  serve 
to  inform  homeowners  and  businessmen  of 
methodologies  used  to  deter  crime.  It  is  hoped 
that  this  effort  will  terminate  or  slow  the 
steadily  rising  crime  rate. 

All  new  police  officers  are  required  to  un- 
dertake a  six  week  training  program  to  be  cer- 
tified as  police  officers  by  the  State  of  New 
Hampshire.  The  Goffstown  Police  Department 


has  had  several  graduates  of  the  program 
already. 

The  Hillsborough  County  Communication 
Center  continued  to  serve  the  town  and  the 
county.  The  system  was  credited  with  several 
criminal  apprehensions  during  the  past  year. 

The  department  continues  to  sponsor  the 
Goffstown  Police  Explorer  Post  as  well  as  the 
Summer  Cadet  Officer  Program  funded  by  the 
Governor's  Commission  on  Crime  and 
Delinquency. 

Chief  Robert  Wike,  and  the  staff  and  per- 
sonnel of  the  Goffstown  Police  Department, 
extend  thanks  to  the  citizenry  of  Goffstown  for 
their  continued  support,  and  look  forward  to 
another  year  of  continued  cooperation. 
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HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT 


In  1973  the  Goffstown  Highway  Department 
had  a  very  busy  season,  with  the  regular  main- 
tenance of  the  roads,  cemeteries,  sewer  and 
sanitation  departments,  and  other  projects  that 
had  to  be  done  in  conjunction  with  private  con- 
tractors, etc.  Heavy  summer  and  fall  rains 
caused  numerous  washouts  and  destroyed 
many  road  shoulders  which  involved,  in  some 
cases,  complete  rebuilding  of  some  sections  of 
roads,  and  closing  of  some  roads  temporarily.  It 
took  weeks  of  long  hours  to  get  these  roads 
repaired  then  only  to  be  hit  again  twice  more 
before  year  end  with  heavy  rains  and  much  ice 
that  created  bad  situations.  Goffstown  was 
declared  a  disaster  area  and  some  of  the  money 
spent  for  these  flood  damages  will  be 
recovered. 


We  used  5051  cubic  yards  of  sand  for  winter 
sanding  in  1973,  we  also  used  1111  tons  of 
Highway  salt  on  our  roads.  We  used  ap- 
proximately 15,000  cubic  yards  of  gravel  on  our 
roads  this  year  for  different  reasons,  from  our 
own  gravel  pit.  19,600  gallons  of  road  oil  was 
used  for  dust  control  on  our  gravel  roads  for  a 
cost  of  $1,568.00.  Over  9,007  tons  of  hot  top 
was  used  throughout  the  town  road  system  at  a 
cost  of  approximately  $91,107.00,  or  the 
equivalent  of  20  miles  of  road  mileage.  Much 
cold  patching  was  done  also,  962  tons  was 
used  for  a  cost  of  $8,080.00. 

Winter  sand  was  swept  up  in  the  spring  in- 
cluding sidewalks,  at  a  cost  of  approximately 
$2,000.00  overall. 

Mechanical  work  is  done  by  all  hands 
whenever  possible  as  we  have  no  mechanic. 

Approximately  2,200  lineal  feet  of  culvert  has 
been  installed  this  year  throughout  the  town. 
Sanitary     Landfill     work     is     progressing     on 


schedule.  This  year  we  must  build  a  storage 
shed  to  house  a  loader  and  bulldozer,  and  major 
changes  have  to  be  made  at  the  landfill,  moving 
poles,  etc.  in  order  to  better  utilize  the  area,  so 
as  to  have  a  minimum  of  waste  of  cover 
material. 

The  sludge  beds  at  the  sewer  plant  were 
cleaned  and  regraveled  which  is  routine  and 
takes  us  four  or  five  days  to  complete. 

Brush  and  tree  cutting  is  progressing  ac- 
cording to  plan  along  with  road  side  mowing  of 
grass  and  small  brush. 

Elm  Street  was  completely  rebuilt,  including 
underdrainage  and  graveled,  sidewalks  and  cur- 
bing. 

St.  Anselm's  Drive  was  started,  with  a  major 
rebuilding  job,  and  a  base  coat  of  hot  top  ap- 
plied for  the  winter.  Daniel  Plummer  Road  is 
being  rebuilt  in  conjunction  with  the  Man- 
chester Water  Works  Line  being  installed  up 
Mast  Road  and  Daniel  Plummer  Road  to  St.  An- 
selm's Drive.  Daniel  Plummer  Road  will  have  to 
be  finished  this  coming  year,  also  a  thru  lane 
Southbound  will  be  added  at  the  new  shopping 
center  area  and  a  deceleration  lane  and  ac- 


W 


celerating  lane  Northbound  to  accommodate 
traffic  entering  this  area.  Warning  lights  will  be 
installed  in  the  area  to  protect  the  motoring 
public. 

This  department  hopes  to  be  able  to  continue 
St.  Anselm's  Drive  so  as  to  make  this  a  better 
roaa  for  all  concerned,  keeping  in  mind  that  it 
costs  approximately  $30,000.00  per  two  lane 
mile  to  reconstruct  under  Town  Road  Aid; 
therefore,  it  is  best  to  go  as  far  as  money  will 
allow  for  the  given  year,  then  continue  the 
following  year,  rather  than  accelerate  our 
T.R.A.  Program. 

We  were  unable  to  do  as  much  with  bridges 
in  1973,  because  of  the  flood  damage  problems, 
and  it  became  too  late  in  the  season  to  attempt 
this  type  of  work,  so  this  department  hopes  we 
can  retain  the  money  allocated  for  bridge  work, 
and  combine  this  with  new  money  to  do  some 
major  bridge  work  this  spring.  This  will  be  con- 
tract work  for  the  most  part. 

The  usual  cleaning,  repair,  and  repainting  of 
our  equipment  will  be  carried  out  to  protect  it 
and  allow  us  to  keep  it  longer. 

Our  road  striping  has  now  doubled,  due  to 


the  fact  that  state  regulations  require  a  double 
line  instead  of  single  lines  to  divide  a  two  lane 
road,  so  this  is  double  the  cost  of  materials  and 
labor,  plus  crosswalks,  etc. 

We  experience  a  tremendous  amount  of  sign 
damage  to  regular  road  signs,  regulatory  signs, 
and  street  signs,  and  also  the  theft  and  destruc- 
tion of  our  road  building,  warning  signs  and 
flares. 

Two  new  pickups  were  acquired  this  year  for 
the  department  plus  some  new  tools  and 
smaller  items  that  make  our  work  day  a  little 
more  pleasant.  For  these  items  we  are  grateful 
to  the  taxpayer.  Selectmen,  and  the  Budget 
Committees. 

The  Highway  Department  wishes  to  thank 
the  taxpayers  for  their  help  and  consideration 
especially  during  the  winter  months;  the  Fire 
and  Police  Dept.,  and  the  office  girls  for  their 
patience  with  us  during  the  many  trials  and 
tribulations.  To  all  we  say  THANK  YOU. 

To  the  wives  and  families  of  the  Highway 
Department,  I  say  thank  you  for  your  patience 
as  your  husbands  spend  many  hours  away  from 
their  families  so  that  others  using  our  roads 


might  do  so  in  safety. 

To  the  selectmen,  this  Department 
acknowledges  with  gratitude  your  untiring  ef- 
forts in  our  behalf  and  thank  you  for  the  way 
problems  were  handled  that  came  up  this  year. 

And  to  my  employees,  thank  you  gentlemen 
for  a  job  well  done  throughout  this  past  year.

LIBRARY 
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During  1973  the  librarian  worked  to  improve 
the  library  as  an  information  center.  He  has 
begun  an  index  of  the  story  collections  in  the 
children's  room  so  that  the  better  known  short 
stories  in  children's  literature  can  be  easily 
located  through  the  use  of  the  card  catalog.

Several  sets  of  books  were  add- 
ed to  the  reference  collection  this  year  in- 
cluding the  latest  editions  of  Lincoln  Library, 
Lands  and  Peoples,  and  Collier's  Encyclopedia, 
plus  the  six  volume  Scribner's  Album  of 
American  History. 

The  librarian  wishes  to  commend  all  who 
have  remembered  the  library  with  gifts  of  books 
and/or  service  during  the  year,  especially  the 
Goffstown  Garden  Club,  the  Shirley  Club,  and 
Mr.  Lewis  M.  Stark.

A  very  busy,  productive  year  is  coming  to  a 
close.  We  wish  to  again  thank  the  various  Clubs 
and  townspeople  for  services  and  gifts 
throughout  the  past  year.  Many  books  Rave 
been  donated. 

We  have  been  working  on  various  projects. 
The  slate  roof  has  been  repaired  and  it  will  be 
inspected  and  kept  in  repair  each  year  from 
now  on.  The  old  shrubbery  has  been  removed 
and  new  shrubs  put  in  place.  Three  small  trees 
have  been  planted  to  replace  our  old  trees  — 
this  was  accomplished  with  money  left  to  us  in 
memory  of  Mr.  Gilbert  Clapp.  The  wood  trim 
has  received  two  new  coats  of  paint  and  the 
windows  have  been  sealed. 

We  now  have  a  new  copy  machine  and  this  is 
available,  not  only  to  students,  but  by  any 
townspeople  for  a  nominal  cost. 

The  Friends  of  the  Library  have  again  been 
busy.

We  have  had  under  consideration  the 
possibility  of  taking  some  elementary  school 
age  books  to  a  location  in  Pinardville  for  use  of 
the  children  in  that  area  of  Goffstown.  Details 
are  being  worked  out.

CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 


The  Goffstown  Conservation  Commission 
wants  to  thank  the  people  of  the  town  for  their 
support  in  establishing  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund 
to  be  used  in  purchasing  lands  for  public  use. 

The  first  such  purchase  was  made  this  fall 
and  the  Commission  is  happy  that  through  its 
purchase,  land  could  be  made  available  to  the 
townspeople  in  time  for  the  establishment  of  an 
outdoor  ice-rink,  adjacent  to  the  Recreation 
Department  Building. 

In  addition  to  this  land  purchase,  the  Com- 
mission has  and  is  continuing  to  maintain  the 
scenic  area  on  the  South  Uncanoonuc  Moun- 
tain. This  area  has  once  again  been  trimmed 


and  brush  cut  and,  during  the  picnic  season, 
trash  barrels  have  been  placed  in  strategic 
spots  and  have  been  emptied  on  a  regular 
schedule. 

Conservation  is  many  things  to  many  people 
and  has  become  a  catch  word  used  by  many. 
Nevertheless,  it  is  the  aim  of  the  Commission  to 
seek  out  and  preserve  for  future  generations 
areas  of  scenic  interest,  natural  phenomenon, 
and  wildlife  reserves  as  well  as  open  space  in 
the  urban  areas  of  the  town.  In  this  function, 
every  member  of  the  town  can  help  in  a  number 
of  ways. 

First,  with  knowledge.  Let  the  Commission 
know  if  there  is  something  that  should  and 
could  be  preserved  in  its  natural,  green  state. 

Second,  with  easements.  Give  the  Com- 
mission an  easement  along  a  brook,  on  a  marsh, 
or  along  an  abandoned  road. 

Third,  with  gifts  of  land.  A  gift  of  land,  any 
size  or  in  any  part  of  town  would  assure  that  in 
years  to  come,  as  the  town  grows,  the  open 
space,  the  green  area  would  be  preserved. 

Fourth,  and  finally,  with  the  continued  sup- 
port of  all  the  townspeople  young  and  old. 

Your  Conservation  Commission  meets  on  the 
second  Monday  of  the  month  at  the  Town  Hall 
at  7:30  pm  and  cordially  invites  anyone  to  at- 
tend.

The  predictions  of  large  scale  developments 
for  our  Town  became  a  reality  in  1973.  The  ac- 
ceptance of  plans  for  a  shopping  center  and 
Town  House  development  are  recognized  sim- 
ply as  initial  moves  by  developers  who  are  con- 
fident that  our  projected  growth  is  realistic  and 
want  to  be  part  of  it.  We,  in  conjunction  with 
other  town  boards,  are  working  diligently  to 
make  sure  this  development  takes  place  in  an 
orderly  manner  and  remains  an  asset  to  the 
town. 

There  are  many  zoning  changes  proposed 
this  year  because  of  the  existence  of  split 
zoning  lots.  In  many  areas  of  the  town  there  are 
lots  zoned  partially  residential  and  partially  com- 
mercial or  agricultural.  We  are  proposing 
rezoning  these  lots  to  one  use.  There  are  other 
lots  with  business  establishments  in  a  residen- 
tial lot  and  we  are  proposing  they  be  rezoned 
commercial.  The  names  and  location  of  each 
individual  lot  was  published  in  local  papers  and 
will  be  voted  on  individually  by  ballot. 

Finally  your  Planning  Board  has  been  ad- 
vocating the  adoption  of  a  building  and  safety 
code  in  anticipation  of  the  advent  of  large 
developments.  The  day  has  arrived  and  we 
have  no  enforcement  of  building  regulations. 
We  once  more  urge  you  to  adopt  the  Boca 
Building  Code  hoping  that  nothing  unfortunate 
will  happen  in  any  public  building  while  we 
stand  by  helplessly. 

Thanks  to  everyone  who  cooperated  with  us 
in  our  endeavor  to  make  this  a  better  com- 
munity.

In  the  year  of  1973,  the  Parks  and  Recreation 
Department  under  the  direction  of  Dana  R.  An- 
derson and  the  Parks  and  Recreation  Com- 
mission of  Paul  Bedard  (chairman),  Janet  Mac- 
Dougall  (secretary),  Clinton  Robinson,  Roland 
Bernard,  Edwin  Rivers,  and  Lionel  Cullerot, 
many  new  programs  were  offered  and  the  old 
"Blue  Goose"  became  the  Recreation  Building. 
On  June  16th,  the  Parks  and  Recreation 
Department  staff  began  to  welcome  the  public 
at  Roy  and  Barnard  Parks.  With  much  im- 
proved playground  and  pool  programs,  the 
public  began  to  enjoy  a  great  summer  of  fun. 
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Attendance  at  both  playgrounds  doubled, 
thanks  to  a  great  playground  staff  made  up  of 
Ken  Bynum,  Mike  Ryan,  Sandra  Robinson,  and 
Carol  Carreau.  Highlighting  the  playground  ac- 
tivities were  the  three  movie  nights  held  at  both 
parks.  On  each  movie  night,  the  attendance  for 
the  evening  was  far  above  one  hundred 
youngsters. 

Once  again,  the  children  of  Goffstown 
received  one  of  the  better  Red  Cross  Swim- 
ming programs  as  well  as  other  special  pool 
programs  and  activities.  A  large  thanks  goes  to 
Peggy  Anderson  and  Joan  Stevens  and  the 
remaining  1973  Pool  staff  for  a  job  well  done. 

Highlighting  Senior  Citizens  activities  for 
1973,  was  the  "Second  Annual  Senior  Citizen 
Day"  sponsored  and  organized  by  the  Parks 
and  Recreation  Department.  Many  senior 
adults  enjoyed  participating  in  the  parade, 
games,  concert  (performed  by  the  high  school 
stage  band),  dinner,  and  movie.  Senior  Citizen 
Day  in  Goffstown  is  the  only  day  recognizing 
senior  citizens  for  their  contributions  to  the 
community  in  the  whole  state. 

The  Parks  and  Recreation  Department  of- 
fered many  other  programs  to  the  community 
such  as  Dog  Obedience  Classes,  Yoga  Classes,

Soccer,  Basketball,  Hockey,  and  many  more.

PLANNING  COMMISSION 

This  past  year  has  brought  to  fruition  many 
of  the  projects  for  which  the  ground  work  was 
laid  last  year.  Some  of  these  activities  affect 
Goffstown  directly;  all  of  the  projects  are 
beneficial  to  participating  municipalities 
throughout  the  region. 

Metropolitan  Affairs 

The  Commission  sponsored  Elected  Officials 
meetings,  involving  Selectmen,  Aldermen  and 
the  Mayor  of  Manchester,  and  Commission 
representatives  have  precipitated  a  series  of  in- 
termunicipal  agreements  regarding  regional 
water  and  sewer  management.  Early  in  the 
year,  a  sub-committee  of  the  Commissioners, 
comprised  of  Arthur  Rose  (Goffstown),  Alfred 
Lambert    (Bedford)    and    Robert    Pare    (Man- 


The  Board  of  Adjustment  heard  56  petitions 
during  calendar  year  1973.  Forty  petitions  were 
granted  and  16  denied.  Several  other  requests 
for  counsel  were  also  heard. 

The  legislature  this  year  approved  alternate 
members  to  sit  on  the  board  in  absence  of 
regular  members  which  has  helped  much  in 
representation.  Five  alternate  members  were 
appointed  by  the  selectmen. 

This  past  year  has  seen  several  requests  for 
multi-family  dwellings  in  town,  with  one  such 
area  being  approved  for  Town  Houses.  Another 
area  is  presently  being  considered  by 
developers  and  two  of  several  pre-hearing  con- 
ferences have  been  held,  to  systematically  lay 
out  and  plan  a  reasonable  development  which 
will  be  a  credit  and  not  a  liability  to  the  town. 
The  adoption  of  a  building  code  authorizing  the 
selectmen  to  appoint  a  building  inspector  and 
to  insure  safe  construction  is  urgently  needed. 
We  can  not  stop  progress  but  hopefully  we  can 


regulate  it  with  your  support  of  our  ordinance. 

Scheduled  hearings  are  held  on  the  first 
Wednesday  of  each  month  at  the  Town  Hall. 
Notices  of  petitions  are  published  the  previous 
week.

Chester),  met  with  an  attorney  for  the  purposes 
of  drafting  interim  agreements  for  effecting 
regional  water,  sewerage,  and  solid  waste 
management  programs.  In  keeping  with  this, 
the  SNHPC  gave  active  support  to  the  Town  of 
Goffstown  in  their  petition  to  the  N.H.  Public 
Utilities  Commission  for  expansion  of  the  Man- 
chester Water  Works  franchise  area  into  the 
Pinardville  area.  The  Commission  also  adopted 
a  resolution  favoring  the  support  of  in- 
termunicipal  agreements  affecting  water  supply 
and  waste  water  facilities. 

The  Commission  is  currently  engaged  in  a 
regional  Solid  Waste  Study;  engineering 
proposals  have  been  solicited,  and  prospective 
consultants  have  been  interviewed. 

At  the  present  time,  a  lawyer  is  preparing  ar- 
ticles relative  to  intermunicipal  agreements  for 
entry  on  town  warrants. 

Regionalism    has   become   a    reality,    rather 


than  a  concept.  Affected  members  realize  that 
by  joining  together,  resources  can  be  jointly 
utilized,  with  detriment  to  no  one.  It  is  an- 
ticipated that  a  series  of  "trade-offs"  within  the 
region  will  occur,  as  pertains  to  water,  sewers, 
and  solid  waste  programs. 

Goffstown  Representatives 

Mr.  Roger  Aubin,  Chairman  of  the  Goffstown 
Planning  Board,  continues  to  serve  as  a 
representative  to  the  Commission.  Mr.  Arthur 
Rose,  Chairman  of  the  Goffstown  Sewer  Com- 
mission, was  elected  Vice-Chairman  of  the 
Commission  at  their  June  meeting.  Mr.  Rose 
also  serves  on  the  Personnel  Committee,  as 
well  as  a  sub-committee  which  is  presently 
redefining  what  the  form  of  local  assistance 
from  the  SNHPC  to  member  municipalities 
should  be. 
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Transportation 

As  a  result  of  the  public  informational 
hearing  held  by  the  N.H.  Dept.  of  Public  Works 
and  Highways  on  November  19,  1973,  con- 
cerning the  relocation  of  Route  114  in  Goffs- 
town,  the  SNHPC  resolved  that  the  northerr 
alternate,  which  would  by-pass  the  Village  area, 
was  in  keeping  with  the  recommendations  of 
the  Comprehenisve  (701)  Plan  of  Goffstown, 
the  1995  Land  Use  Plan  (adopted  by  the  SNH- 
PC) and  the  1965  Metropolitan  Manchester 
Transportation  Planning  Study. 

Another  development  was  the  re-activation 
of  the  Metropolitan  Manchester  Transportation 
Planning  Policy  Committee,  a  sub-committee 
of  the  SNHPC  which  is  responsible  for  policy 
decision  regarding  transportation  in  the 
Metropolitan  Manchester  Planning  Study  Area. 
This  area  includes  the  municipalities  of  Lon- 
donderry, Auburn,  Hooksett,  Goffstown  and 
the  City  of  Manchester.  The  Committee  was 
recently  reorganized  to  give  local  communities 
more  of  a  voice  in  determining  future  projects. 
The  representative  from  Goffstown  is  Select- 
man Henry  Grady. 

Commission  Staff 

During  the  past  year,  your  board  of  Com- 


missioners hired  two  additional  staff  members; 
these  positions  were  a  Graphics  Arts  Designer 
and  an  Engineer.  The  engineer  is  devoting  all 
energy  to  the  Solid  Waste  Study,  comprised  of 
two  parts;  ( 1 )  inventory  and  analysis  of  existing 
refuse  and  preparation  of  a  plan  for  handling 
waste  and  (2)  development  of  a  management 
program  to  manage  the  solid  waste  system.

The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Goffstown

GOFFSTOWN  SCHOOL  DISTRICT 

Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  to  the  School 
Board  and  the  Citizens  of  Goffstown. 

I  herewith  submit  my  first  report  relative  to  the  schools  of 
Goffstown. 

Instructional  Development  Institute  (ID)] 
Twenty  Goffstown  staff  members  joined  twenty  other 
educators  from  S.U.  No.  19  and  the  Concord  School 
District  (4)  in  an  IDI  held  at  the  new  Media  Center,  Goffs- 
town Jr.  Sr.  High  School,  April  2-6,  1973.  The  Institute,  a 
forty-hour,  five-day  validated  training  program,  is  designed 
to  provide  skills  in  applying  a  systematic  approach  toward 
developing  practical  solutions  to  learning  and  teaching 
problems. 

Four  leaders  from  the  N.  H.  State  Department  of 
Education,  specially  trained  to  conduct  the  structured, 
carefully  programmed  and  highly  media-supported 
sessions.  .  .there  were  four  other  institutes  conducted  in 
the  state.  .  .helped  the  four  Goffstown  teams  search  out 
alternative  approaches  to  oral-aural  teaching  and  to 
teaching  word  recognition,  key  parts  of  reading  instruction. 
Two  of  these  teams  also  analyzed  and  planned  ways  to 
build  on  students'  positive  attitudes  and  interests,  as  well  as 
methods  for  strengthening  preparation  for  vocational  work 
and  for  everyday  living  skills. 

All  costs  except  one-half  of  the  substitutes'  pay  were 


provided  by  a  grant  funded  by  the  U.  S.  Office  of  Education 
as  part  of  its  National  Special  Media  Institute  Project. 

Staff  Development  "Master  Plan"  Progress 
The  Goffstown  citizens  were  alerted  in  last  year's  Annual 
Report  that  a  change  in  New  Hampshire  certification 
procedures  and  requirements  would  become  effective  July 
1,  1975.  A  key,  local  part  of  that  procedure  is  a  governing 
local  MASTER  PLAN. 

A  13-member  Goffstown  Staff  Development  Committee 
is  compiling  information  and  data  needed  to  produce  that 
MASTER  PLAN  for  professional  improvement,  a  PLAN 
which  must  also  be  acceptable  to  the  N.  H.  State  Dept.  of 
Education.  The  Goffstown  Committee  Members  are:

Sub-committees,  through  appropriate  survey  devices, 
are  determining  the  system's  educational  needs  and  the 
staff's  professional  improvement  desires.  As  the  State 
Guidelines  asserts,  ".  .  .the  most  meaningful  in-service 
education  emanates  from  the  needs  as  perceived  and 
developed  by  educators,  students  and  the  community  in  a 


cooperative,  supportive  fashion  rather  than  generalized 
state-wide  requirements."  Data  for  formulating  the  1st 
draft  of  the  Goffstown  School  District  MASTER  PLAN 
should  be  compiled  by  the  end  of  the  1973-74  school  year. 

School  Board  —  Teacher  Negotiation 

The  Goffstown  School  Board  has  negotiated  with  the 
Goffstown  Education  Association  for  a  three  year  Master 
Agreement  for  1973,  1974  and  1975.  This  agreement  con- 
cerns teachers'  wages,  hours  and  conditions  of  em- 
ployment. 

Any  agreement  reached  which  requires  the  expenditure 
of  public  funds  for  its  implementation  shall  not  be  binding 
upon  the  Board,  unless,  and  until,  the  necessary  ap- 
propriations have  been  made.  The  Board  has  agreed  to 
make  a  good-faith  effort  to  secure  the  funds  necessary  to 
implement  said  agreement. 

The  Goffstown  School  District  was  represented  in  the 
negotiation  by  the  Goffstown  Schoo!  Board  Sub- 
committee on  Teacher  Negotiation  comprised  of  Daniel 
Serieka,  Chairman,  Robert  Merrill,  Jay  Hunter,  Paul  Welch, 
Patricia  Guptill,  Antonio  Paradis,  Superintendent,  Alan 
Hall,  School  Board  Legal  Counsel.  The  Goffstown 
Education  Association  was  represented  in  the  negotiations 
by  James  Turbyne,  Rene  Montplaisir,  Richard  Dowd,  W. 
Paul  Lachance,  NHEA  Consultant. 

Adult  Basic  Education 

Adult  education  is  now  available  for  those  who  wish  to 
enroll  in  the  Adult  Basic  Education  program  at  the  Goffs- 
town High  School.  The  program  started  in  October  1973, 
after  receiving  a  grant  from  the  federal  government.  The 
program  presently  is  designed  to  assist  those  adults  who 
have  not  completed  their  high  school  education  and  wish  to 
work  towards  receiving  a  high  school  equivalency. 

The  program  consists  of  a  course  in  English  taught  by 
Mrs.  Gloria  Wood  and  assisted  by  teacher  aide  Mrs.  Judy 
Temple  and  a  course  in  mathematics  taught  by  Mr.  Samuel 
Lind  and  teacher  aide  Mrs.  Elaine  Pollack.  Mr.  Emile 
Bourque  is  the  guidance  director  who  assists  teachers  and 
students  in  making  the  program  as  meaningful  as  possible 
so  as  to  have  each  student  achieve  certain  levels  of  success 
during  the  program. 

Leon  J.  Cote,  Director  of  Adult  Basic  Education,  feels 
that  the  adult  education  program  in  Goffstown  should  con- 
tinue and  be  expanded  to  include  industrial  arts,  typing, 
home  economics,  and  other  high  interest  courses. 

The  adult  education  program  is  fast  growing  throughout 
the  nation  and  has  proved  to  be  extremely  helpful  to  the 
adults  in  using  the  skills  learned  in  either  their  present 
positions  or  later  new  positions. 

Handicapped  Children 

A  Trainable  Class  serving  four  (4)  Goffstown  and  four  (4) 
other  school  districts'  children  has  been  established  at  the 
Junior  High  School.  Fortunately,  the  facility  had  been  plan- 
ned in  the  new  addition  for  the  Trainable  Class  as  the 
corresponding  classes  in  the  Manchester  School  District 
were  closed  to  non-tuition  town  students  this  school  year. 
The  class  is  being  led  by  a  young  man  whose  Masters 
Degree  work  was  in  this  field. 

Nineteen  (19)  other  handicapped  youth  are  full-time 
students,  each  receiving  appropriate  remedial  attention,  at 
Crotched   Mountain   Center,   Manchester  Association  for 
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Retarded  Children.  Miss  Jacques  School  and  the  Easter 
Seal  Rehabilitation  Center. 

The  District  continues  its  Special  Classes  at  Maple 
Avenue  School  for  elementary  school  pupils  with  learning 
disabilities  and  mild  retardation  and  at  the  Junior  High 
School  for  its  youth  with  similar  disabilities. 

Bartlett  Elementary  School 

Leon  Cote,  Principal,  reports  that  the  Bartlett  Elementary 
School  now  consists  of  grades  1-4.  With  grade  5  housed  in 
the  Upper  Elementary  building,  we  were  able  to  take  our 
library  out  of  the  hallway  and  return  it  to  an  appropriate 
place  in  the  renovated  part  of  the  old  building.  Although  all 
classrooms  are  being  utilized,  we  may  still  expand  to  ap- 
proximately 350  students  before  requesting  additional 
space. 

After  using  the  Scott  Foresman  reading  program  for 
more  years  than  can  be  remembered,  the  Curriculum  Com- 
mittee chose  MacMillan  reading  series.  We  have  purchased 
this  reading  series  for  grades  one  and  two  and  it  is  being 
used  very  successfully.  The  budget  allows  purchase  of  the 
series  for  grades  three  and  four,  giving  us  the  reading  con- 
tinuity needed  to  successfully  reach  as  many  students  as 
we  can  with  this  very  excellent  program. 

We  have  two  changes  in  our  Bartlett  School  faculty. 
Miss  Jane  Roper  replaced  Mrs.  Joanne  MacEachran  as  our 
reading  specialist.  Miss  Roper  has  expanded  the  reading 
program  in  a  manner  which  makes  children  very  com- 
fortable and  accepting  of  remedial  reading  as  a  normal  part 
of  their  school  curriculum.  Miss  Patricia  Albanese  replaced 
Mrs.  Judy  Chaput  in  grade  two.  The  variety  of  experiences 
given  to  the  students  in  her  classroom  add  greatly  to  the 
students  total  education  at  that  grade  level.  We  have  been 
fortunate  in  being  able  to  retain  our  faculty  and  because  of 
this  have  achieved  a  high  degree  of  professionalism  in  our 
teaching. 

We  are  very  thankful  for  having  received  the  money  to 
complete  the  paving  at  Bartlett  School.  The  work  com- 
pleted during  the  summer,  has  helped  greatly  in  keeping  the 
school  clean,  eliminating  earth  runoff  and  other  problems 
of  the  past  without  the  paving.  Games  are  painted  on  the 
hot-top  which  youngsters  use  during  recess  and  enjoy.  The 
fence  has  been  moved  in  order  to  comply  with  a  legal 
agreement  accepted  by  the  school  and  the  abutters.  The 
school  grounds  are  in  a  condition  whereby  we  should  not 
have  to  appropriate  additional  funds  for  years  to  come. 

The  Bartlett  School  Mothers'  Club  continues  to  be  very 
active  and  helpful.  The  library  is  opened  every  day  by  the 
Mothers'  Club  and  is  handled  very  efficiently.  Mrs.  Alice 
Cuchetti  comes  to  Bartlett  School  frequently  and  works  in 
the  teacher's  room  assisting  teachers  with  whatever 
overload  they  have.  We  are  very  grateful  to  her  for  volun- 
teering her  time. 

Maple  Avenue  Elementary  School 
Wayne  Evans.  Principal,  reports  that  for  the  first  time  in 
many  years  crowded  conditions  have  been  relieved  now 
that  this  school  houses  only  grades  1-4  and  one  special 
class. 

The  present  enrollment  of  403  makes  for  a  pupil-teacher 
ratio  of  approximately  25-1  in  grades  1-3  with  the  4th 
grades  slightly  over  30.  Next  year  an  additional  4th  grade 
teacher  will  be  needed  as  enrollment  increases. 

Additional  volumes  of  library  books  have  been  purchased 


and  our  active  Goffstown  Mothers'  Club  continues  to 
volunteer  their  time  and  services  in  running  the  library. 
Along  with  library  volunteers  we  have  mothers  who  come 
in  as  teacher  aides  in  the  classroom  and  their  valuable  ser- 
vices are  much  appreciated. 

The  4th  grade  departmentalized  system  and  in- 
dividualizing instruction  methods  seem  to  be  functioning 
properly  although  more  research  is  being  conducted  in  the 
area  of  individual  instruction  through  workshops  and  ex- 
tension courses. 

The  two  elementary  schools  are  attempting  to  work 
together  and  equalize  as  much  as  possible  series  of  text- 
books and  teaching  methods  and  materials  along  with  in- 
struction. The  staff  of  both  schools  met  for  three  days  in 
January  to  exchange  ideas  and  gain  from  each  other 
valuable  methods  of  helping  youngsters  in  their  quest  for  a 
happy  and  adjusted  start  in  school. 

The  community  should  be  proud  of  the  dedicated  staff  at 
Maply  Avenue  School  and  we  especially  encourage  parents 
to  visit  our  educational  facility  to  see  first  hand  their 
youngster  hopefully  enjoying  the  learning  process. 

Upper  Elementary  School 
William  Brendle,  Principal,  reports  that  386  grade  5  £f  6 
students  are  housed  in  classes  conducted  by  15  teachers  in 
the  Upper  Elementary  School,  the  former  Junior  High 
School  since  1965.  Since  these  students  have  no  library,  a 
current  major  undertaking  is  planning  for  and  quartering 
such  a  facility. 


A  room  has  been  located  and  is  being  prepared.  A  book 
collection  has  been  started  with  incoming  ESEA  II 
acquisitions.  Working  on  a  special  library  unit,  students  of 
Mrs.  Susan  Turbyne's  language  class  are  classifying  books 
in  accordance  with  the  Dewey  Decimal  System,  are  setting 
up  a  card  catalog  and  are  shelving  the  books.  The  library 
should  be  fully  operative  next  school  year. 

This  "hands-on"  learning  experience  is  in  keeping  with 
one  of  the  keys  to  successful,  functional  education, 
learning  by  involvement. 

The  principal  and  science  faculty  are  members  of  a 
Goffstown  Science  Curriculum  Committee,  a  district- 
wide  committee  which  will  ultimately  recommend  a  new 
science  series  for  the  town's  elementary  schools. 

An  evaluation  criteria  form,  used  to  judge  various 
programs,  has  been  established.  Sample  materials  from  14 
publishers  will  be  evaluated  by  the  Committee,  composed 
of  2  teachers  each  grade  1-6,  the  3  principals,  and  the 
assistant  superintendent.  Later,  representatives  of  the  3  or 
4  top  priority  companies  will  meet  with  the  Committee  to 
answer  questions. 

So  that  texts  can  be  up-dated  every  5  years,  a  different 
subject  area  will  go  through  this  process  each  year.  Our 
everchanging  World  dictates  such  a  continuing  process. 

Goffstown  Area  School  Report 
Robert   Moulton,   Principal,   reports  the   enrollment   of 
junior-senior  high  youngsters  for  1973-74  considerably  ex- 
ceeds in-line  projection  estimates  made  in   1971.  As  of 


January  1,  1974,  900  students  are  enrolled  in  the  high 
school  and  511  in  grades  7  and  8.  By  way  of  interest,  this 
compares  with  figures  of  359  for  high  school  and  188  for 
junior  high  enrollments  for  the  school  year  1963-64. 

It  goes  without  mentioning,  really,  how  valuable  our  new 
facility  is  in  guaranteeing  the  success  of  our  school 
program.  Not  only  will  special  facilities  allow  for  future  ex- 
pansion of  the  curriculum  but  will  provide  for  enrichment  of 
the  activity  offerings  as  well.  We  are  pleased  to  report  that 
few  problems  have  been  encountered  in  housing  7th  and 
8th  grade  youngsters  in  close  proximity  to  those  registered 
in  the  high  school. 

Curriculum  projects  for  the  year  included  revisions  and 
additions  to  the  program  of  studies.  History  and  English 
electives  replaced  traditional  general  courses,  and  some 
math  courses  designed  to  better  meet  the  needs  of  certain 
groups  of  students  replaced  some  heretofore  offered  cour- 
ses. Other  revisions  include  a  new  social  studies  program 
for  junior  high  pupils  and  a  general  physics  course.  Among 
additions  to  the  program  were  French  and  Art  for  junior 
high  school  and  graphic  arts,  auto  technology  and  ad- 
vanced chemistry  to  the  general  program.  We  note  here 
that  we  made  a  rather  significant  move  in  establishing,  for 
the  first  time,  a  special  education  program  for  trainable 
youngsters  in  Goffstown.  The  development  of  a  health 
education  program,  a  relevant  and  necessary  course  for 
junior  high  students,  should  also  be  mentioned. 

Major  problems  existing  concern  limitations  of  staff. 
Numbers  of  both  high  school  and  junior  high  classes  are 


much  larger  than  is  recommended  because  of  a  lack  of  an 
adequate  number  of  staff  members.  Also  limiting  is 
required  in  course  selection  in  the  areas  of  business,  home 
economics,  art  and  industrial  arts  because  teacher  time  is 
limited.  Because  of  budget  considerations,  it  is  unlikely  that 
this  situation  will  be  improved  until  the  1975-76  school  year. 
Financial  limitations  also  will  require  a  delay  in  the  im- 
plementation of  pre-vocational  courses  much  needed  for 
non-college  youngsters,  the  extension  of  the  reading- 
special  education  program  in  the  7th  and  8th  grades  as  well 
as  additions  to  the  business  and  home  economics 
programs.  Finally,  it  will  be  necessary  to  forego  any  ex- 
tension of  the  activities  program,  a  matter,  considering  the 
growth  of  interest,  which  should  receive  high  priorities  for 
discussion  in  the  future. 

Guidance 

A  counselor  was  hired  to  provide  counseling  and  guid- 
ance services  to  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades. 

Since  the  opening  of  school  in  September,  over  350  in- 
dividual student  schedules  have  been  changed  for  several 
reasons.  They  include: 

a.  students  changed  their  mind  about  certain  courses 
since/egistering  early  last  spring. 

b.  creating  of  additional  sections  of  some  subjects  due  to 
numerous  late  enrollees  in  September. 

c.  rescheduling  the  meeting  time  of  classes  for  students 
involved  in  the  Work  Program  for  credit  toward 
graduation. 


For  the  third  consecutive  year,  the  Goffstown  High 
School  Work  Experience  Program  is  underway.  Forty-eight 
students,  twenty-six  more  than  the  initial  year,  are  working 
two  hours  per  day  during  school  time  at  a  job  which 
provides  at  the  very  least  a  minimum  wage.  Various  em- 
ployers in  and  around  the  Goffstown  community  are 
providing  the  opportunity  these  students  might  otherwise 
not  experience  until  after  graduation.  In  some  instances, 
this  opportunity  is  the  difference  between  a  student  drop- 
ping out  of  school  or  seeing  it  through  to  graduation. 

Twenty-six  representatives  of  post -secondary  schools 
have  visited  us  and  spoken  with  students  regarding 
educational,  technical,  and  vocational  training  following 
graduation.  We  do  not  believe  everyone  should  go  to 
college.  We  do  believe  everyone,  to  the  best  of  his  ability, 
should  develop  his  potential  for  occupational  success  and 
personal  satisfaction.  At  this  level  it  means  exposure  to  and 
career  possibilities  developing  from  one,  two,  three  or  four 
year  programs  after  high  school. 

Representatives  from  the  military,  enlisted  and  officer, 
have  been  here  to  discuss  with  interested  students  op- 
portunities available  to  them  through  the  Armed  Forces. 
Also,  the  Armed  Services  Vocational  Aptitude  Test  Battery 
was  administered  to  students  who  wished  to  take  it. 

Of  a  more  personal  nature,  counselors  are  assisting 
students  with  individual  concerns.  When  counselor 
limitations  for  assistance  exist,  contact  and  follow-up  with 
social  agencies  have  included:,  vocational  rehabilitation, 
neighborhood  youth  services  of  the  Concentrated  Em- 
ployment Program,  Division  of  Blind  Services,  Child  and 
Family  Services,  youth  counselors  of  the  Probation  and 
Police  Departments,  and  through  services  provided  by  the 
school  nurse,  specific  medical,  dental  and  optometric 
assistance.

Pre-school  registration  was  held  on  April  2  and  3  at  the  Bartlett  School.  Sixty  children  were 
registered.  The  Maple  Avenue  Elementary  School  registration  was  held  April  11,12  and  13  with 
eighty-one  children  being  registered. 

A  topical  fluoride  program  was  made  available  through  the  Goffstown  Mothers  Club  and 
School  Health  Services.  This  program  consisted  of  cleaning  the  teeth  plus  an  application  of 
topical  fluoride.  A  referral  program  was  also  incorporated  with  this  service.  Mrs.  Marian  Lalime, 
R.  D.  H.  conducted  the  program.  Mrs.  Brody,  a  state  dental  hygienist,  visited  all  classrooms  in 
the  elementary  schools  with  films  and  educational  material. 

A  Crest  dental  health  educational  program  was  conducted  in  all  third  grades. 

A  menstrual  hygiene  education  program  was  presented  to  all  sixth  grade  girls.  A  film  was 
shown  and  appropriate  literature  was  given  to  all  students. 

Educational  films  on  smoking,  drug  abuse,  heart,  lungs,  dental  health,  good  grooming,  and 
nutrition  were  shown  at  appropriate  grade  levels. 

Our  cafeteria  workers  received  routine  physical  examinations  including  throat  cultures,  stool 
specimens  and  serology. 

This  is  the  fourth  year  the  senior  students  from  the  Sacred  Heart  School  of  Nursing  have 
been  assigned  to  a  school  nurse  in  order  to  observe  the  function  of  the  school  nurse  in  the 
School  Health  Program. 

A  Nutrition  Education  Workshop  was  held  at  the  Maple  Avenue  Elementary  School  for 
teachers  from  K-3  inclusive  plus  any  interested  school  nurses.  This  workshop  was  instructed 
by  Miss  Judith  Kettunen,  R.D.  from  New  England  Dairy  and  Food  Council. 

Ten  students  were  seen  for  otological  evaluation. 

Standard  First  Aid  classes  were  conducted  at  Goffstown  High  School  for  interested  stu- 
dents. Ten  students  received  their  certificates  for  completion  of  the  Standard  Course.  Fifteen 
Red  Cross  Home  Nursing  Certificates  were  given  for  successfully  completing  the  course. 

Mr.  Lloyd  Famum,  executive  director  of  The  March  of  Dimes,  was  present  for  all  high  school 
science  classes  with  a  program  and  films  on  Birth  Defects. 

One  nurse  attended  the  Teenage  Pregnancy  Clinic  sponsored  by  Child  and  Family  Service. 

Eight  staff  conferences  were  held  with  the  Community  Guidance  Center. 

Seven  staff  conferences  were  held  with  the  Manchester  Rehabilitation  Center. 

Our  School  Health  Services  have  had  complete  cooperation  from  all  community  agencies- 
GoHstown  Lions  Club,  Pinardville  Lions  Club,  Goffstown  Mothers  Club  and  the  Salvation  Ar- 
my. 

In  a  recent  health  publication,  an  article  written  by  Michael  S.  Haro,  M.S..  states  that:  The 
challenge  to  those  who  deal  with  the  health  of  individuals  is  to  encourage  the  acquisition  of 
knowledge  based  upon  the  growth  and  maturation  of  people,  their  needs,  their  capacities  to 


learn,  their  capacities  to  analyze  and  solve  problems,  and  their  desire  to  see  themselves  as  total 
persons,  not  as  a  set  of  teeth,  a  heart,  or  a  pair  of  lungs.  The  foundation  for  health  education 
and  education  in  general  should  be  based  upon  this  challenge. 

We  wish  to  express  our  thanks  to  the  Superintendent,  parents,  teachers,  school  lunch  per- 
sonnel, and  the  school  board  for  their  cooperation.

REPORTOFTHE 
GOFFSTOWN  YEAR-ROUND 
SCHOOL  STUDY  COMMITTEE 


The  Gotfstown  Year-Round  School  Study  Committee 
was  appointed  by  the  School  District  moderator  Lloyd 
Sorenson  in  June  of  1973  as  the  result  of  the  following  ar- 
ticle voted  at  the  1972  Annual  School  District  meeting: 

"To  see  if  the  District  will  vote  to  appoint  a  study  com- 
mittee for  the  purpose  of  determining  the  feasibility  of 
operating  the  Goffstown  schools  on  a  12-month  basis  and 
to  instruct  this  committee  to  present  a  proposal  with  ap- 
propriate costs  to  the  voters  of  the  District  no  later  than  the 
1974  School  District  Meeting,  and  that  should  this  com- 
mittee recommend  an  expenditure,  that  it  be  submitted  by 
a  separate  special  article. " 

The  committee's  study  was  limited  to  a  survey  of  existing 
literature  on  the  subject,  a  survey  of  various  in  depth 
studies  conducted  by  other  school  districts,  personal  con- 
tacts with  officials  of  near-by  school  districts  who  are 
currently  operating  year-round  educational  programs  and 
an  exploration  of  Goffstown's  school  system,  because  the 
funding  section  of  the  original  article  was  removed  by  a 
vote  of  the  School  District. 

There  are  basically  three  reasons  for  a  school  district  to 
initiate  a  study  into  the  feasibility  of  adopting  the  year- 


round  form  of  school  organization: 

1.  Economy  and  Lack  of  Space 

Full  year-round  utilization  of  existing  school  buildings 
would  allow  for  up  to  a  V*  larger  enrollment  and  thus  lessen 
the  need  for  constructing  new  facilities 

2.  The  Desire  for  Educational  Enrichment 

Smaller  more  varied  modules  allow  for  a  greater  response 
to  the  changing  needs  of  society.  Superior  students  can  ac- 
celerate their  academic  pace  or  delve  more  deeply  into 
selected  subject  areas.  Average  students  can  improve  their 
standing  by  extending  themselves  beyond  the  minimum 
regular  academic  requirements.  Failing  students  can  catch 
up  and  take  make  up  courses  thus  enabling  them  to  main- 
tain the  pace  of  their  class. 

3.  The  Desire  to  Improve  Teacher  Status 
Teachers  could  practice  their  profession  throughout  the 
year,  if  they  so  desire,  thus  eliminating  their  need  to  seek 
temporary  summer  employment. 

Economy  and  lack  of  space  are  most  often  the  stimuli 
which  lead  to  a  study  of  the  year-round  system  of  school 
organization.  We  believe  these  to  be  the  prime  factors  in 
the  district's  vote  to  authorize  this  study,  however,  the 
committee  felt  that  our  study  would  be  incomplete  if  we  did 
not  consider  the  previously  mentioned  factors  along  with 
any  others  that  would  become  apparent  as  the  study 
progressed. 

There  are  currently  4  school  building  complexes  in  Gof- 
fstown: 

The  Junior&Senior  High  School,  Upper  Elementary 
School,  Maple  Avenue  School,  and  Bartlett  School  with  a 
total  capacity  of  2,825  students.  The  actual  enrollment  as  of 
September  1973  was  2,530.  At  Goffstown's  current  rate  of 
growth,  5%  compounded  annually,  our  1983-84  school 
population  will  be  in  excess  of  4,000.  Applying  this  projec- 
tion, the  Bartlett  and  Upper  Elementary  schools  will  reach 
rated  capacity  in  1975  and  the  Junior/Senior  High  and 
Maple  Avenue  Schools  by  1976.  By  1977  the  school 
population  will  reach  10%  above  rated  capacity. 

In  view  of  this  prospect,  within  the  next  2  or  3  years  Gof- 
fstown will  be  faced  with  the  following  alternatives: 

1 .  An  extensive  building  program 

2.  Double  sessions 

3.  Portable  Classrooms  (temporary  relief) 

4.  Some  form  of  year-round  school  system 

Our  survey  revealed  that  there  are  a  number  of  basic 
year-round  school  plans.  Among  them  the  staggered  quar- 
ter plan,  the  consecutive  quarter  plan,  the  trimester  plan, 
the  continuous  school  year  plan,  the  multiple  trails  plan,  the 
modified  summer  school  plan  and  the  quinmester  plan, 
each  with  unique  variations  applicable  to  those  areas  where 
they  have  been  instituted. 

The  committee  examined  each  plan  in  terms  of  its  pos- 
sible application  to  the  particular  circumstances  of  Goffs- 
town. During  our  examination  of  the  various  year-round 
school  plans  we  were  forced  to  speculate  as  to  the  socio- 
economic impact  each  would  have  on  the  town  because 
funds  to  conduct  social  and  economic  effect  surveys  were 
unavailable. 

The  more  deeply  we  got  into  the  question  of  year-round 
schools  the  more  apparent  it  became  that  the  basic 
question  was  much  larger  than  that  of  year-round  schools, 
alone. 

i     What  kind  of  a  school  system  do  the  citizens  want  for  the 
town  of  Goffstown? 

Other  questions  that  need  to  be  answered  are: 

What  is  the  projected  population  increase  for  the  next  25 


years.  Are  any  growth  restrictions  planned  for  Goffstown? 
What  effect  will  a  good  area  vocational-technical  high 
school  have  on  Goffstown's  high  school  population?  What 
effect  will  the  voucher  system  have  on  the  school 
population?  What  effect  would  a  work-study  program  have 
on  the  high  school  population?  What  effect  would  some 
form  of  open  campus  have  on  the  high  school  population7 

These  and  other  questions  beyond  the  scope  of  the  year- 
round  school  study  committee  must  be  answered  before  a 
valid  proposal  can  be  presented  to  the  voters  for  their  con- 
sideration. 

However,  certain  conclusions  were  reached  by  the  com- 
mittee: 

1.  Education  represents  the  largest  expenditure  and  the 
most  important  single  responsibility  of  the  community  and 
therefore  should  be  of  profound  interest  to  all  of  its  citizens. 
It  is  incumbent  on  the  entire  community  to  join  in 
developing  and  participating  in  the  educational  system. 

2.  As  has  happened  so  often  in  the  past  because  of  the 
town's  rapid  growth,  Goffstown  is  once  again  approaching 
a  critical  school  housing  situation.  In  the  near  future  it  is 
going  to  be  necessary  for  the  citizens  of  Goffstown  to  make 
important  educational  decisions  which  will  require  the 
cooperation  of  every  segment  of  the  community,  the  tax 
paying  citizens,  school  district  officials,  the  school  ad- 
ministration, the  instructional  staff  and  the  student  body. 
Each  interest  is  going  to  have  to  be  adaptable  to  new  ideas 
and  approaches.  We  are  now  in  the  midst  of  an  energy 
crisis  made  infinitely  worse  because  we  did  not  realize,  or 
realizing  did  not  admit  it  was  coming.  All  signs  point  to  an 
impending  crisis  in  local  education.  We  urge  that  it  be 
recognized  now  and  averted  before  it  arrives. 

It  is  our  conclusion  that  it  would  be  feasible  to  operate 
the  Goffstown  schools  on  a  12-month  basis,  however  a 
number  of  factors  beyond  the  scope  of  this  study  which 
came  to  the  committee's  attention  during  the  course  of  our 
study  prevent  us  from  recommending  this  form  of 
organization  as  being  the  best  for  Goffstown  at  this  time. 

Therefore,  we  recommend: 

1.  That  a  comprehensive  school  study  committee  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Goffstown  school  board,  and  that  this  com- 
mittee be  directed  and  empowered  to  study  all  facets  of 
education  in  Goffstown  and  submit  its  findings  and  recom- 
mendations at  the  next  regular  school  district  meeting. 

2.  That  the  sum  of  $5,000  be  raised  and  appropriated  to 
pay  for  surveys  and  cost  estimates  in  such  areas  as  ad- 
ministration, transportation,  physical  plants,  etc;  clerical  ex- 
penses; publishing  and  distributing  its  report;  and  other  ex- 
penses deemed  necessary  by  the  committee.
